The last appointment of the evening at 7:45 pm 
was to vote on the pending Ice Cream Slip Agreement 
with the Seaport Village Coffee & Ice Cream Shop. 

Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho and Town 
Account Judy Mooney then presented information to bhe 
board concerning the FY 2005 budget. This year the focus 
has been on revenue projections and then building a 
budget rather than projecting a budget before reasonable 
revenue projections are made.

A tax-deferred annuity is a contract between an insurance company and a contract owner. 
In a typical situation, the contract owner contributes funds to the annuity. The money put 
into the contract is then allowed to grow for a period of time. At some future date 
accumulated funds are paid out, generally through periodic payments made over either a 
specified period of time during the life of an individual, or the joint lives of a couple, and 
could be paid in a lump sum to a named beneficiary. Also, there are annuities that do 
provide income within thirty days of date of deposit for those immediate income needs. 

An equity-indexed annuity is a type of annuity which grows at the greater of an annual 
guaranteed minimum rate or the return from a specified stock market index. 

Fixed vs. Equity-Indexed Annuities 

Two primary annuity types are the fixed and variable annuities. (An equity-indexed 
annuity is a type of fixed-rated annuity.) Although these annuities share many features in 
common, the primary difference between them is in the mechanism used to credit 
earnings to the annuity. 

• Fixed annuities: Fixed annuities are characterized by a minimum interest rate 
guaranteed by the issuing insurance company. Typically, a minimum annuity 
benefit is also guaranteed. With a fixed annuity, the focus is on safety of 
principal and stable investment returns. 

• Equity-indexed annuities: In contrast, equity-indexed annuities (EIA) are 
characterized by a contract return that is the greater of an annual minimum 
rate (typically 3%) or the return from a stock market index, such as the 
Standard & Poor's 500 index, reduced by certain expenses and formulas. If 
the chosen index rises sufficiently during a specific period, a greater return is 
credited to the contract owner's account for that period. If the stock market 
index does not rise sufficiently, or even declines, the lower minimum rate is 
credited. An owner is guaranteed to receive back at least all principal, 100%, 
if an Equity Indexed Annuity contract is held for a minimum period of time, 
known as the penalty period.

the town's budget for the next fiscal year/' Mr. Hayes 
said. "It will lead to questions and thoughts about ... 
what's going on beyond next year and we will plan to 
come back with another look at the long-term picture 
sometime after Town Meeting. What we'd like to do is go 
through a summary of the operating budget for next 
year." 

"Even though some of the (line items) are a bit 
higher, most of the town departments did come in at 2.6 
percent ... sometimes less/' explained FinCom member 
Priscilla Ditchfield. "Health insurance is up 13 percent, 
property insurance is up 14 percent. Total town govern- 
ment is up 6.4 percent. As far as the schools go, Sippican 
(School) is up 4.8 percent, but their operating (budget) is 
up 2.6 percent. ORR's operating budget is up 6.5 percent. 
Upper Cape (Regional Yoke Tech's) spending is up 11 
percent — we only have about 14 students there, but 
they've run out of reserves to offset their budget. Overall, 
(the General Operating Budget) is up 5.1 percent." 

Ms. Ditchfield then highlighted the following key 
expenditure requests facing Town Meeting voters: 

• Operational Overrides - $5,000 for tree mainte- 
nance and replacement; $12,000 to fully fund the Sippican 
School Music Program (by petition); 

• Capital Overrides - $40,000 to repair the 
Department of Public Works' (DPW) Trash Packer Body; 
$60,000 to repair the DPW Town House Tower and Belfry; 
$49,500 to fund a wireless municipal alarm system for the 
Fire Department. 

According to Ms. Ditchfield, there are also three 
requested transfers from Free Cash totaling $40,000 — 
$15,000 to provide matching grant money to replace a Fire 
Department brush breaker; $20,000 to hire a Marion 2015 
Plan Consultant; and $5,000 to purchase dry (harbor) fire 
hydrants.

debt articles to $206,500. 

As for proposed debt articles, voters will be asked 
to support a total $5.62 million in bonds of varying 
lengths which, if all pass, will add about $113 to the 
annual tax bill of a median home valued at $325,000. 
Among them: 

• $105,000 for Water District Assessment to cover 
Marion's share of the planned Water Treatment facility (10 
year bond, average $3 annual impact on median house 
valued at $325,000); 

• $2.34 million for Water Tank repairs, new tank, 
and associated piping (20 year bond, averge $39 annual 
impact on tax rate); 

• $50,000 to fund a Conservation Restriction on 
the so-called Rounseville Mattapoisett River Valley 
property (20 year bond, $3 annual impact on tax rate); 

• $125,000 for a new patrol boat for the Marine 
Resources Commission (5 year bond, average $8 annual 
impact on tax rate); and 

• $3 million for new Police Station design and 
construction (20 year bond, average $60 impact on tax 
rate). 

In addition. Special Town Meeting articles total- 
ing $136,000 will include: $40,000 for Legal Expenses; 
$56,000 to supplement Snow Removal budget; $20,000 for 
Sippican School Special Education; $10,000 for Town 
Insurance; and $10,000 for Island Wharf stair repairs. 

"The debt increase is starting to rise as a percent- 
age of our budget ... in FY 2005 it moves close to 12 
percent of our budget,'' Ms. Ditchfield said. "The Free 
Cash we've used to balance the budget is at the same level 
as last year: about $640,000. But the loss of state aid is 
significant — we estimate it to be about $700,000." 

"The (state) mandates keep coming, and yet the 
funding is less and less and it's just not fair," Chairman 
Jeffrey agreed. "In some towns, there's a lot of conflict

between committees and departments. Fortunately, that 
hasn't happened in this town. But we're hoping to take 
some action to get this resolved. Even though the news is 
this year there won't be a lot of money, it's starting to turn 
around a bit."

'The Reservations Land Trust has raised the 
money that they've committed to ... and we can now 
certify that this money is available,'' Chairman Parker 
said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
endorse and approve this certification.

access studios. There's an interest now in the tow^ns 
having public and/ or government access channels.'' 

Mr. Soloman explained that all cable providers 
are contractually obligated to assist communities in 
funding and supporting so-called "PEG" channels (Public 
Access, Educational Access, and Government Access), and 
they are considering combining all three into a centralized 
service out of ORR High School, with funding to come 
from Comcast. Although Rochester's contract with 
Comcast isn't up for renewal until 2011, they are now 
renegotiating with Mattapoisett and Marion, and Mr. 
Soloman suggested all three towns might want to con- 
sider mandating support for the ORR-based television 
studio in lieu of the Marion facility.

Secret Window. Starring Johnny Depp and John 
Turturro. Directed by David Koepp. Running time: 
97 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

As a thriller, David Koepp's Secret Window is more interesting 
than thrilling. The story it adapts — Stephen King's ''Secret Win- 
dow, Secret Garden," from his Four Past Midnight collection — 
dealt in psychological suspense with a whiff of the supernatural; 
Koepp dispenses with the supernatural. King writes what he 
knows, and what he knows best is writers. Mort Rainey is one of 
many conflicted and /or haunted scribes in the King portfolio, a 
successful pulpist whose marriage has gone south and who wakes 
up one morning in his cabin on the lake to find himself accused of 
plagiarism. A man in black, John Shooter, claims that Mort stole his 
story "Secret Window," though it was first published in 1995 and 
Shooter says he wrote it in 1997. One would think this fact would 
settle the argument. But men in black, in King's fiction, don't give 
up that easily. 

Since few people would care overmuch about a story concern- 
ing a writer who didn't steal a story. Shooter is turned into a 
grinning psycho who isn't above dispatching innocent bystanders 
or household pets with the nearest screwdriver. As played by John 
Turturro, Shooter has a gentle, insinuating drawl (he's from Mis- 
sissippi), and though we don't actually see him do anything 
terribly brutal, Turturro gives him a knife-edge aura of threat, 
which has served the actor well since he beat a penguin to death in 
Five Corners. Shooter works well as a nagging doubt in the writer's 
mind, either real or imaginary. 

Right at the beginning, Mort walks into a hotel room and 
confronts his wife Amy in bed with another man. That's about as 
much animation as we see from Johnny Depp for most of the 
movie. He plays Mort as a slightly dazed eccentric grateful for 
writer's hours — he gets to take naps and eat Doritos instead of 
working on his new story, which seems to be influenced by Amy's 
infidelity. But then "Secret Window," written in the early days of 
his relationship with Amy, is also about a cuckold — this one 
driven to murder. Once again, Depp slouches into a piece of 
mainstream entertainment and takes every opportunity to amuse 
himself. Mort's shambling depression, in Depp's hands, becomes 




a witty portrait of dissolution. 

Which is not to say Secret Window is worth much more than the 
price of a rental. Writer/ director David Koepp, a screenwriter-for- 
hire who has directed two interesting but flawed thrillers {The 
Trigger Effect and Stir of Echoes), starts things off at a brisk clip, and 
the scenes between Depp and Maria Bello (as his estranged wife) 
and Timothy Hutton (as her clownish new beau) are well-drawn 
character comedy. (Mort cringes at the sound of his wife's voice the 
way a vampire flinches at a cross.) But there's too much stale horror 
crappiness, like a black character (Charles S. Dutton) who's so 
obviously in the movie just to be killed that he might as well be 
called Dick Hallorann, and various misfortunes involving corpse 
disposal, and scenes with Johnny Depp investigating strange 
noises at night while holding a flashlight or a poker, which even he 
can't redeem. 

As for the Twist at the End, all it did for me was make me crave 
some corn on the cob (that'll make sense if you ever see it). Secret 
Window at least spares us King's long-winded post-game exposi- 
tion, which reads like a serious challenger to Psycho's throne in the 
category of Unnecessarily Explicit Explanations of Someone's 
Neurosis. This writer-director does have serious things on his 
mind — his Trigger Effect offered some note-perfect episodes of 
tension emerging entirely out of the characters' demons. But 
Koepp isn't accomplished enough to pull much ambiguity or 
allegory out of horror-fantasy, it appears. Secret Window feels like 
the work of one of King's writer protagonists, Paul Sheldon of 
Misery, who was famous for romantic pulp but yearned to write 
something more meaningful. No one's forcing Koepp to make 
pulp. No one's forcing King, either.
